Dream of American Neutrality fades as Welles condemns Hitler's “Wanton Lawlessness” 


Stocks tumbled one to four points on American ex- 
changes in panicky selling inspired by the newest 
Hitler crisis (see pp. 11-13). Ex-Czechoslovakia’s ex- 
President BeneS, now lecturing at the University of 
Chicago, sent out a ringing call to democratic rulers 
to act for liberty. In Washington, Czech Minister 
Vladimir Hurban stanchly took a one-man last stand 
against Hitler, refusing to turn over his legation to 
the German Chargé d’Affaires.

he pilfers corn and eats the is called the black 
pirate and hunted mercilessly wh an old law re- 
quires every male citizen to bring one dead crow each month to the city 
hall, and in Nebraska a few years ago, when hen’s eggs sold for 8¢ a dozen, 
some counties paid a bounty of 60¢ for crow’s eggs. 

In Grand Rapids, Mich., where the war against the erow goes 
fiercely than ever, the Park Gun Club gave a crow dinner a 
month ago. Despite popular belief and the connotations of “eating crow,” 
the birds are fairly good cating. The 800 guests of the eluly ate 500 crows 
which had been stewed, then roasted. 

For days before the feast, members had been out shooting. ‘Tramping 
through the fields, they soon discovered how clever the crow is, what good 
eyes and ears he has, Even when a bird came close, he flew on such a 
crazy course he was almost impossible to hit. Most successful hunters 
were those who hid in snow blinds, using stuffed owls as decoys, and those 
who watched where the crows roosted at dusk, later returned to find the 
rds silhouetted against the night sky, forming perfect targets. 

Other conservationists are of the opinion that crow hunting does lit- 
tle good, except to provide good sport. It is the farmer with his drai 
ing of the wild fowl’s swampy homes, and the hunter with his excessive 
killing of birds, who have caused the game shortage. According to the 
Biological Survey of the Department of Agriculture, crows do not eat 
the eggs of other birds except at their own nesting time, and during the rest 
of the year do great good by eating grasshoppers, caterpillars and beetles.

hemists have been working for years todevelop a refri 

jerant which could be easily transported and safely 
handled. Best to date has been dry ice. But even dry ice 
lasts only 48 hours in transit, produces fumes and is diffi- 
cult to dispose of. Chemical refrigerants are dangerous, 
unstable, expensive, and necessitate special packaging. 

Next month the Canned Cold Chemical Corp. of New 
York City is putting on the market a refrigerant called 
“Quicold” that appears to satisfy all requirements. 
Composed of two powders, the product when combined 
with water will lower the temperature of any object from 
60° to 18° Fahrenheit in less than a minute. The powders 
contain bicarbonate of soda and other secret ingredients, absorb outside heat when 
reacting and thereby cool anything which is placed in the mixture. 

Discoverer of the refrigerant and president of the company is Richard M. 
Sherton (abore), a businessman who took up chemistry as a hobby. He stumbled 
upon the discovery in 1928. But it took him ten years to make it sufficiently sta- 
ble to be used commercially. Because one pound of the powder has the cooling 
power of 50 Ib. of ice it should be widely used in airplanes where weight and 
space are important factors. Its greatest market, however, will probably be in cool- 
ing refreshments. Plans are now being made for producing cans with false bot- 
toms, as well as cocktail shakers and thermos bottles containing tubes in which 
the powders will be mixed. It would cost you about one cent to cool a bottle 
of beer, 5¢ to chill a shakerful of cocktails without diluting them. Though non- 
poisonous, the compound cannot be mixed with drinks as it would alter their taste.
